ANNUAL  REPORT 

for  the  year  ended  31  st  December  1 960. 


Mr,  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  1960. 

The  Birth  Rate  over  the  past  fev/  years  has  been  maintained  at  a 
level  just  above  the  National  average  and  this  years  figure  is  no 
exception. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  past  year  or  two  has  compared  favourably  with 
that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  and  1960  was  also  no  exception. 

Still  Births  this  year  v/ere  only  a  quarter  of  last  year’s  total  and 
the  rate  for  the  town  is  now  only  one  half  of  the  National  average. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease  during  1960  was  on  a  vary  much  reduced 
scale  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  total  number  of  notifications  received,  3-  were  in  respect  of 
Whooping  Cough,  but  no  outbreak  of  any  type  occured  during  the  year. 

Once  again  I  am  happy  to  report  that  both  polamyelitis  and  diphtheria 
?/ere  conspicuous  by  their  absence  in  1  960.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
this  state  of  affairs  is  principally  due  to  the  preventive  measures 
undertaken  by  the  G-eneral  Practitioner’s  in  the  town  and  also  by  the 
County  Health  Services. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Health  Clinic  in  Almond  Road  took  place  in 
February  i960.  In  addition  to  the  County  Council  health  services 
provided  through  the  clinic,  part  of  the  building  is  used  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  to  accommodate  their  plr^iotherapy  service. 


The  disposal  works  were  enlarged  to  cope  with  increased  population 
Se  rtna”"  P.*to„.na  av.atu.ll. 


The  ring  main  round  the  toirn  was  completed  during  the  year,  giving 
benefit  in  the  supply  and  enlarging  the  distribution  area.  Work  ^ 
was  co^enced  on  a  new  Storage  reservoir  to  double  the  storage 
capacity  and  thus  helps  to  ensure  the  adequacy  of  supply. 

A  nt^ber  of  new  houses  on  various  development  schemes  were  completed 
uring  the  year.  The  slum  clearance  programme  has  also  advanced  and

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  kindness  and  consideration  during  the  past  year,  and  all 
Officers  for  their  kind  help  and  co-opLation.

With  the  opening  of  the  new  Abattoir  on  the  1st  April  i960, 
an  immediate  increase  was  felt  and  this  resulted  in  the  over¬ 
all  increase  for  the  year  being  59^.  This  has  meant  that  a 
good  deal  more  time  has  of  necessity  been  spent  in  meat 
inspection,  and  it  would  certainly  appear  that  this  increase 
is  to  continue  in  the  future.  There  was  an  interesting  increase 
in  the  instance  of  cysticercosis  during  this  year.
